CHINA. 
SHANGHALTL. 


The present mail brings advices from this port to the 14th 
February ; the French mail from London Dec. 20 arrived out 
Feb. 7, and the following P. and O. mail of Dec. 27 on the day 
this mail left. The following items of news are from the North 
China Herald :— 

The annual general meeting of the Shanghai Tug and Lighter 
Company was held on Saturday last, at the office of Measrs, 
Russell and Co., Mr. F. B. Forbes in the chair. The meeting 
declared a dividend of 7 per cent. for the last half of 1872, 
making 12 per cent. for the year, and a bonus of 10 per cent. to 
contributing shareholders, Messrs, F. D. Hitch, E. C. Smith, 
and F. H. Bell were elected directors for the current year. 

In anticipation of the silk season the Chamber of Commerce 
are taking steps to circulate widely the report of the committee 
of silk merchants at Lyons, which we published in May last 
year. The Taoutai has undertaken to have copies of the Chinese 
translation distributed in the silk districts, and copies have been 
placed at the disposal of foreign merchants, to hand to the native 
silkmen with whom they have business relations. 

We understand that the new Anglo-Chinese School, just erected 
in the Upper Yuen-ming-yuen Road, close to the Soochow Creek, 


| will be open for the reception of scholars in about a fortnight. 


The school will enable Chinese youth to acquire the English 
language and such other branches of useful knowledge as will in 
many instances practically amount to a profession, besides form- 
ing a wider range of education and attainments. The charge to 
be made, some Ts. 50 or 60 per annum, is considerable for native 
day-scholars ; but the wealth of — of those families con- 
nected with foreign trade, and who will best appreciate the bene- 
fits to be derived from grafting foreign knowledge on the old 
stock, will no doubt ensure the desired quota of students. Pend- 
ing the completion of the new building, a few scholars have been 
receiving tuition in a room lent by the trustees of the Eurasian 
School in Hongkew. 

The Municipal Council have adopted the English idea of post 


Shanghai has lost its chance of being the first city in the East 
to lay down tramways. Late Indian papers say that the Cal- 
cutta Municipal Tramway was to be opened on the 10th 
January. 

The condition of our streets on Monday, after one slight rain- 
fall, reminded us almost of the early days of the Settlement. It 
looks to us very much as though the next Council would have to 
spend Tls, 40,000 on granite chips to make up for the false 
economy which this year only allotted Tls. 8,000. 

We are glad to learn from a narrative in the Shunpao that 
nearly all the Chinese ngers who were left on board the 
Sedan, and whose loss had been thought certain, are saved. 

Amongst the shipping arrivals are those of the Lady Louisa 
from Cardiff, and the Surprise from New York. The former 
vessel has been one hanna? and eighty-eight days in accomplish- 
ing her voyage, while the old Surprise has sustained her well- 
earned character as a clipper, by making the passage in one hun- 
dred and fourteen days, in face of an adverse monsoon.

The Woosung Bar has again forced itself wpon public atten- 
tion. Ina tae shipping port (in fact the largest in China) the 
le of five or six large sailing vessels and two French 
mail steamers being detained, the former for a week and the latter 
for twenty-four hours, and unable to enter the port for want of 
watar on the bar, the said bar being one of mud deposited 
from the river water, is not encouraging. The first question likely 
to be asked is, why the Chinese Government, who levy under the 
Treaty three shilling per ton ton! dues on every foreign ship 
entering the port, are not compelled to carry out their part of 
the contract to conserve the port. Shanghai has been an open 
rt since the year 1842, or thirty-one yeara, yet not one farthing 
baa the Chinese Government laid out in deepening the river, 
which is rapidly filling up, or in rendering it more easy of ap- 
proach to the numerous shipping coming to the port. Two or 
three dredging machines would clear away the bar to the 
requisite depth in a few months, but after thirty-one years’ wait- 
ing the Chinese say they have magnanimously ordered one 
dredging machine, which, if it ever does arrive, will in all 
probability be suitable for dredging a creek instead of a large 
river. It is most extraordinary that the English Govern- 
ment will not move in the matter, when such large com- 
mercial interests are at stake. The Foreign Ministers at 
Peking, instead of using their influence (if they have any) 
- with the Chinese Government to adopt the necessary measures, 
write silly despatches about the geological formation of the 
Woosung Bar, which is composed simply of mud, the whole 
country tor hundred of miles being alluvial deposit. The Chair- 
man of the Chamber of Commerce has addressed the British 
Minister, in despair of anything being done, to allow the local 
authorities at hai to levy a toll and do the work them- 
selves, This of iteelf shows the pass things have come to, the 
truth being that if dredging is not soon commenced there will be 
no river at all left, only a muddy creek such as the Chinese are 
accustomed to. The Yan, is rapidly filling up, banks and 
islands forming in every direction, and this poor Shanghai river 
has no chance of existence if the present state things is allowed 
to continue ; the deposit of mud is so rapid that a few months is 
sufficient to form a bank in a navigable part of the river. No 
improvements, no public works, and the few lighthouses they 
have been harmed, into erecting are a mere drop in the 
ocean. When will our Government awake to the proper 
sense of its duties in dealing with a  semi-barbarous 
nation, like the Chinese, steeped in chicanery and lies ? Corrup- 
tion rampant—no public spirit—no press—no means of arousing 
the people or their rulers. Their foreign advisers are mere time- 
servérs, and look out for the loaves and fishes, like their native 
compeers. If any insuperable difficulties existed there might be 
some excuse for the inaction of the Chinese authorities, But 
when nothing more is wanted than a few steam-dredgers to clear 
away the mud there is really no excuse. Such dredgers as have 
‘been used to excavate the Suez Canal would answer admirably, 
and doubtless might be easily purchased and transported here, 
where they are as much wanted as they are at the Suez Canal. 
The truth is that the Chinese Government will not expend a 
farthing in any useful work, except on compulsion, and the Eng- 
lish Government have a duty to perform in forcing the Chinese 
to carry out the necessary work of dredging the river. 

Much discontent has exhibited itself amongst the masters of 
British ships frequenting the port of Shanghai at the mode of 
conducting business at the shipping office at Her Majesty’s Con- 
sulate. e Shipping-office and Sailors’ Home seem to work to- 
gether, not for the good of others, but for themselves. The 
refusal to discharge men or officers from ships, unless 
others are taken from the Home, seems an arbitrary 
and unjust proceeding, particularly when, in many cases, 
those identical men were originally shipped here. It cannot 
surely be the law that if a man is shipped on articles for three 
or six months he cannot be discharged at the same port on 
their expiry. Yet such is the practice at Shanghai. e only 
way to bring about a change is to report every case to the Board 
of made Alias the law is set at defiance by the Consul or ship- 
ping clerk. 

A late sentence passed by Judge Hornby on a captain of a 
ship, for an assault on a Chinese cook, seems unnecessarily severe. 
A sentence of one month’s imprisonment, and a fine of two 
hundred dollars, or fifty pounds, for an assault, is out of all rea- 
son. Even admitting the assault to have been severe, life or limb 
was not endangered, and the damages appear vindictive. If a 
judge is sent out here he is not sent asa scourge, but to admi- 
nister the law impartially, not assuming that an Englishman 
must be in the wrong and a Chinese in the right. 





: HONG KONG. 

Our advices extend to the 20th Feb.; the outward French mail 
of Jan. 3 was received on the 13th Feb. The following items 
are from the China Mail :-— 

The ps eae Gazetta announces that Mr. Watson, H.B.M.’s 
Chargé d’A ffaires, has communicated to the Minister of Forei 
Affairs a despatch which he hag received from Lord Gravis, 
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stating that “Sir John Coleridge and the other law offers of 
the English Crown are entirely of opinion that all the proceed- 
ings of the Japanese Government in the case of the Maria Luz 
were justifiable and right.” The Japan Mail confirms this state- 
ment, which is substantially the same as that to which we gave 
publicity a week since. 

A correspondent writes from Canton under date of 17th Feb- 
ruary :—This morning witnessed the departure from Canton of 
two of our much esteemed fellow-residents, Mr. A. C. Levysohn 
and Mr. E. C. Bowra. The former has been here many years, 
and has often taken a part in public affairs, which, together with 
his private worth, has won for him the esteem of this community. 
Mr. Bowra, our ex-commissioner of Customs, goes to Europe in 
charge of the mission to Vienna ; as he embarked on bo: the 
river steamer the Chinese fleet manned yards and fired salutes in 
his honour. Nearly the whole of the Canton community were 
assembled on the wharf, and gave three hearty cheers expressive 
of good wishes to departing friends, whom, however, we hope to 
see amongst us once more when they return from Euro 

A summary of the entire population gives the following :— 

Europeans and Americans :—3,264 men, 669 women, 478 boys, 
520 girls. Total, 4,931. 

Goa, Manilamen, Indians, and others of mixed blood :—1,294 
men, 92 women, 82 boys, 67 girls. Total, 1,490. 

Chinese :—73,971 men, 22,076 women, 10,314 boys, 9,203 
girls. Total, 115,564. 

Making a grand total of 121,985 souls. 

The comparative table for ten years shows rather curious fluc- 
tuations. In 1862 the colony had 123,511 residents. In 1865 
they had risen to 125,504, falling in 1866 to 115,098. From this 
it rose in 1870 to 119,447, falling to the figures already given last 
year. With the causes of the fall in 1866 our readers are well 
acquainted, and a similar reduction in the current figures, if con- 
fined to the class who took flight on the passing of the Order and 
Cleanliness and Junk Ordinances, would be rather a benefit than 
otherwise. There is nothing to indicate any falling off in the 
prospects of the colony as yet. It is probable that both the 
native and foreign population will remain nearly stationary for 
many years to come, and that prosperity will rather be indicated 
by the absence of any marked fluctuations in the census than by 
an appreciable increase in the totals. 

One of those social gatherings for which Union Church has 
become celebrated, under the genial influence of its pastor (Rev. 
Dr. Legge) took place last evening (14th). It was largely at- 
tended, the soldiers, sailors, and Scotch police appenring in — 
strength. The Rev. Doctor presided, and was suppo by Chief 
Justice Smale, Mr. D. W. Bailey, Mr. A. Falconer, Mr. J. J. 
Francis, and spokesmen from amongst the police and the 80th 
Regiment. An additional interest, beyond that generally felt in 
such meetings, was given to the proceedings by mention of the 
fact that the worthy presiding pastor will shortly sever his con- 
nection with the congregation, and the expressions of regret at 
his departure, as also those of good wishes towards the reverend 
and scholarly gentleman, were both warm and sincere. 

The Peruvian ironclad frigate Jndependencia is almost daily 
expected, and will, we understand, upon arrival proceed to Aber- 
deen Dock. A good deal of speculation is being indulged in as 
to the probable result of her visit to China and Japan. 

The Press regrets to announce the death this morning, at the 
Hotel d’Europe, of M. Eugene Machain, French Consul at Manila, 
who came some time back to this place in the hope of recruiting 
his health, which was much shattered. The funeral took place 
at 5 P.M. 

The Peruvian ship Don Enrique, which arrived on the 18th 
from Callao, has on board 200 cases of presents from the Chinese 
and Japanese Governments. 

The Peruvian ship Emigrante has returned to Hong Kong to 
lay up, there being no coolies to be got in Macao, The Agustina 
sailed a few days since with 503 cached on board. 

The first pile of the New Harbour Master’s Offices was driven 
on the 6th. We may, by the way, compliment the authorities on 
the neat way in which the temporary office next the Sailors’ 
Home has been constructed. Somebody should purchase the 
little wooden erection when it has fulfilled its purpose, and set it 
up at Pokfoolum or Kowloong as a picnic house. 

The report of the Hong Kong and Whampoa Dock Company 
shows a more favourable working ; a dividend of 3 per cent. for 
the half year was advised. The Hong Kong Fire Insurance 
Company declare a dividend of 50 per cent. to shareholders and 
20 to contributors. : 

The China Fire Insurance Company in their rey + says :— 
Of this balance 25 per cent. per annum for 1870 and 1871, equal 
to $16,961.11, is available for distribution to contributng share- 
holders, yielding a bonus of 7.61166 per cent., whilst the remain- 
ing sum of $16,961.11 goes to still further augment the Reserve 
Fund, which is thus increased to the sum of $116,961.11. 

Mr. Stewart’s annual report on the Government Schools, 
issued in Saturday’s Gazette, shows that the total number of 
scholars at them during the past year was 1,480, of whom 112 
were girls. The total expenses of the schools were $15,879,67. 

. The flower and vegetable show, which has been long announced, 
took place in the Public Garden on the 13th and 14th instant

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
We have advices from this port to the 27th February ; the P. 


and O. mail from London Jan. 24 arrived out Feb. 26. The fol- 
lowing summary of news is from the Straus Times— : 


The principal event of public interest during the past fortnight 
has been the return to the colony of their Royal Highnesses 
Prince Philip and Prince Augustus of Saxe Coburg and Gotha, 
who arrived here from Batavia in the steamer Baron Bentinck on 
Monday last. It is worthy of remark as an honour that may never 
in fall to the lot of our Singapore amateurs, that their Royal 
hnesses attended, on Monday evening, in company with H.E. 
the Governor, a performance given at the Theatre Royal by the 
corps dramatique. On Tuesday a public ball was given in their 
honour at Government House, to which all the leading residents 
were invited ; and yesterday their Royal Highnesses proceeded, 
accompanied by H.E. the Governor, to Penang, in the colonial 
steamer ?/uéo. From Penang they will go on to Bombay by the 
present mail steamer. 

The Chinese, ever ready for a fight, have been rioting again 
during the past few days. The first row was a squabble between 
the Ghi Hin and Hai San kongsees, which did not prove very 
serious, and the flogging of five of the rioters at the Police Court 
has inspired a wholesome dread that will doubtless prove benefi- 
cial to the public peace. Another riot occurred on Tuesday after- 
noon at Tanjong Pagar wharf, between the Hokien labouring 
coolies and the Macao carpenters employed in the Dock Com- 
pany’s works, in which several were seriously wounded, and a 
number of the rioters were arrested. The Macao Chinese seem 
disposed to keep up the quarrel, and have refused to go to work 
before learning the result of the trial of the prisoners taken 
during the fight. The Hokiens resumed work as soon as the 
riot was over, and it is hoped that the Macaos, who are insti- 
pa by their headmen, will be induced or compelled to re- 

rain from renewing hostilities. In connection with this riot, 
we may mention that the riots which have disturbed the Malay 
state of Larvot, near Penang, for the past year or more, are 
between two tribes of Macao Chinese, and that apprehensions 
have been felt lest the ill-feeling between these tribes should 
spread to Singapore ; we believe, however, there is no ground 
for alarm on this score, at any rate for the present. The 
Government has at last opened its eyes to the fact that the 
Laroot riots are kept up by supplies of men, arms, and munitions of 
war from Penang, and a proclamation has been issued i Damme 
their export. Further, H.M.S. //ornet was dispatched on Satur- 
day for Penang, to endeavour to put a stop to the systematic 
supply of arms, gunpowder, and even fighting junks, by interested 
Chinese living in Penang, to prolong the Laroot disturbances. 
This should have been done months ago. 
The Executive Council met on the 21st inst., to consider the 
uestion of continuing the mail subsidy of $6,000 per annum to 
the British India Steam Navigation Company. The Indian 
Government proposed to fix the contract for ten years, but after 
due consideration the Executive Council determined to reduce 
the period to five years. 
e learn that the last French mail brought news from Amoy 
of the decision given by the British Cons Court there in a 
case brought by the trustee of vege Brothers’ estate, through 
Messrs. Tait and Co., against the Mercantile Bank, represented 
by their agents, Messrs, Boyd and Co. The circumstances, we 
learn, are briefly as follows :—-Messrs. Boyd and Co., to whom 
Velge Brothers were in the habit of making shipments, made a 
remittance for proceeds in their hands of the sum of $5,000 
through the Mercantile Bank here, to be paid over to Messrs. 
Velge Brothers. That firm, however, was bankrupt before the 
arrival of the remittance, and owing the Bank some money, the 
Bank appropriated the remittance in satisfaction of their 
claim # the estate. The trustee of the estate claimed it for 
behoo®}£ all the creditors, and the Consular Court in Amoy de- 
cided .““sinst the Bank. appeal to the higher Court in Shan- 
ghai is said to have been made.

IMPORTS. 
Yoxonama.—The market had been quiet, with little change in rates, 
excepting a fair inquiry for 83 lb. Grey Shirtings for local consumption 


and re-export to Kobe, and an active demand, to some extent specu- | 
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lative, for Nos. 16 to 24 Yarn, resulting in an advance of $14 to $2 per 
picul, at which the market closed steady. Black Velvets were in little 
inquiry at declining rates ; Fancy Goods and Woollens were neglected ; 
small inquiry for Metals, excepting Lead for re-export. Quotations :— 
GE Grey Shirtings: 7 Ibs., 384 yds. 39 in., $2.25 to 2.274 per piece ; 
8 Ibs., 44, 45 in., $2.55 to 2.60; 8 Iba, 4 to 8 Ibs. 6 ditto $9 in., $2.50 
to 2.55 ; 9 Ibe., ditto 44 in., $2.95 to 3.00. Cotton Yarn : No. 16 to 24, 
$87.00 to 39.00 per picul ; No. 28 to 32, $42.50 to 48.50 ; No. 38 to 42, 
nom. $44.00 to 45.00. 


Hankow.—The Chinese New Year Holidays had intervened and 
consequently the market had been quite inactive. Business recom- 
menced on the 4th Feb., but up to date only a few unimportant 
transactions had taken place, at somewhat similar rates to those current 
before the Holidays. Considerable orders were understood to bein the 
market, and it was expected that there would shortly be an active 
enquiry for the chief Cutton staples. 


SHaxcuat.—Cottons : The market had opened with an active demand 
for goods generally, which had been met freely by importers, princi- 
pally in the item of Grey Shirtings. 7 and 8} lbs. goods had been in 
request, and considerable sales had been made at an advance on last 
mail’s quotations. Heavy Shirtings had been taken to a moderate ex- 
tent at improved prices. White Shirtings, of all reeds, commanded 
attention at higher rates. Mexican T-Cloths, though wanted, could 
only be sold at a heavy sacrifice. Drills and Jeans were without im- 
provement in value. Sheetings were neglected. Fancy Cottons: A 
good business and a general improvement in price had taken place in 
Dyed Brocades. Chintzes and Flowered Muslins, Turkey Red Cam- 
brics and Gentian Shirtings were saleable to a moderate extent. Black 
Velvets were steady at the late decline, and in some demand for Japan. 
Woollens : There was an improved feeling in the market. Scarlet Long 
Ells and Assorted Camlets were dearer. Lastings were wanted at 
former quotations. Plain and Figured Orleans were steady, but 
Medium Cloths were dull and neglected. Metals.—Lead : Considerable 
speculative business and a further advance in prices reported. LB 
Tis. 5.10 per picul. Iron: Few settlements, quotations nominal, market 
not yet fairly opened. 


Hoxc Konec.—In addition to the mail steamers, the following vessels 
had arrived with general cargoes of manufacturers, the Craigforth, 
Glenroy, and Chinkiang, steamers, from London, and Sylvia, steamer, 
from Hamburg. During the fortnight transactions in all the principal 
imports had been restricted, as although business was considered to be 
fairly resumed, the inquiry from the consuming districts had not been 
upon a large scale. Telegrains from Manchester announced prices ax 
tending upwards, and with moderate supplies coming forward moro 
confidence had been given to importers than for some time previously. 
Cotton Yarn :—Inquiry limited, but dealers were not large holders, 
and a good demand would lead to an improvement in prices. Sales 
confined to the lower qualities at about former rates. Grey Shirtings : 
7 Ib. weight weak ; “Eagle” chop $2.15 per piece. Business in 8 Ib. 
ordinary quality at $2.40 ; 10 1b of good chop could be disposed of at for- 
mer rates. White Shirtings : Sales of lower reeds greatly restricted. Grey 
T-Cloths : 6 1b. common 2 cents. per piece, lower; 6 Ib.

Woollens and Worsteds: In Broad, 
Medium and Habit Cloths no sales effected, senson closed. Spanish 
Stripes getting into small stock and asked for; Blankets neglected ; 
Long Ells advanced ; Stocks light ; Camlets, no change; Lastings, 
Crape Lastings, and Lustres, quiet. Metals: Nail Rod Iron, fair 
demand at for rates. Bar wanted at an improvement of about 5 cents. 
Hoop and Round in moderate compass, and showed an upward ten- 
dency. Quicksilver advanced $3 per. picul, but supplies are close at 
hand. Yellow Metal improving. Lead, very little business doing, 
holders! asking $7 per picul for “LB.,” but, the} dealers would not pay 
that price. 

Foocnow.—No business had been transacted during the interval. 


Cantox.—Lead was in little demand for consumption, but owing to 
the firmness of holders the price had advanced to $7.40 to 7.50 for 
mixed, and $7.60 to 7.80 for W. B. brand. Quicksilver was in small 
supply, and there were buyers at $116 to 117 per picul, Hong Kong 
terms. 

Batavia.—There had been scarcely any improvement in the market 
The Chinese New Year Holidays were at an end, but dealers had not 
resumed purchases to any appreciable extent, demand from the interior 
being very trifling, chiefly on account of the continued dearness of Rice. 
Transactions had been on the smallest scale and prices remained mostly 
as last quoted ; the tendency however was towards improvement owing 
to the firmness reported from the home markets.

Business, however, has since been 
resumed, holders exhibiting more eagerness to quit their stucks ; in 
some instances meeting buyers by a decline of Tlx. 10 tu 20 per picul, 
mostly on the lower descriptions of Tsatlees, of which the bulk of the 
settlements, amounting to about 850 bales, consist. For America a few 
medium rereels have been taken at the decline, but the paucity of good 
qualities has somewhat limited purchases.

Commander Archibald Douglas (1872) is about to proceed from 
England with the sanction of the Admiralty to Japan, with the 
view of reorganising the navy of that country. 

The gunboat Frolic, Commander Buckle, which sailed on the 
10th ult. for the China Station, arrived at Malta on the 14th 
inst. . 














‘An account showing the receipt and expenditure of naval prise, 
bounty, salvage, and other moneys, between the Ist of April, 1871, and 
the 31st of March, 1872, has just been issued. It appears that the 
balance of portion of the booty captured at Canton by the naval and 
military forces in China, on the 28th and 29th of December, 1857, 
awarded to the naval squadron, and remaining in the hands of the Pay- 
master-General at the Bank of England on the Ist of April, 1871, was 
£1,187 1x, 2d. ; the amount distributed and paid out of the balance 
during the following year was £6 68, 3d.; leaving a balance of 
£1,180 14s. 11d. The balance of amount voted by Parliament to the 
naval forces employed on the China station between the Ist of October, 
1856, and the 26th of June, 1858 (thirty days’ additional pay), remain- 
ing in the hands of the Paymaster-General at the Bank of England on 
the Ist of April, 1871, was £5,912 5s, 5d. ; the amount distributed and 
paid during the following year was £8 7s. 6d.; leaving a balance of 
£5,903 178. 11d. The balance of the net proceeds of junks captured by 
Her Majeaty’s ehips between the 29th of August and the 19th of De- 
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cember, 1857, remaining in the hands of the Paymaster-General at the 
Bank of England on the Ist of April, 1871, was £1,286 16s. 8d.; the 
amount distributed and paid during the ensuing year was £27 16s. 2d. ; 
leaving a balance of £1,259 0s. 6d. 

The Scylla, 16, screw corvette, Capt. C. K. F. Boxer, arrived in Ply- 
mouth Sound on the 27th inst. from the Pacific Station. The Scylla 
was commissioned in April, 1869, and left England in the month of 
June of the same year, with the Flying Squadron. She has been en- 
gaged in surveying service on the China and Pacific Stations. Another 
surveying veasel, the Sylvia, Commander H. C. St. John,’arrived at Spit- 
head on the 29th inst. from the China Seas and other places, where she 
has been employed in surveying duties for upwards of three years, hav- 
ing left England in 1869, and having been re-commissioned in China in 
1870. She is now being paid-off at Sheerness. 

The fitting-up of the new turret-ships is being rapidly proceeded with. 
The Devastation has had her four 35-ton guns safely mounted, and the 
turrets in which they are lodged have been sighted. The Gorgon has 
four 10-inch guns of 18 tons weight each, and the sighting of her tur- 
rets is also just completed. The Thunderer is to be supplied with four 
of the 35-ton guns, which are now in course of despatch from the Royal 
Arsenal-pier at Woolwich. None of the heavy guns for these turret-ships 
are sighted, and are furnished with no other fittings than such aa are 
required for raising and lowering the breech, for the turrets, with the 
guns in them, turn en masse, and the turrets are therefore sighted in- 
stead of the guns. There is a hole in the roof of the turret, and an 
arrangement of sights parallel with the gun, so that a man putting his 
head outside can take aim by looking along the roof ; or by an arrange- 
ment of mirrors, similar to that adopted for the Moncrieff carriage, 
fixed at angle with the line of the sights, the gun can be laid from the 
inside of the turret without exposing either of the gunners to the 
enemy's fire. 

The Hood, a large old wooden ship, now being altered by the Royal 
rp age in the factory basin of Chatham Dockyard Extension for the use 
of the Torpedo Company of the Engineers, will not only be made a bar- 
rack-ship, but will be prepared for use as the Submarine Mining Depét. 
The barrack accommodation will be for 200 men and a large number of 
officers. There will also be class-rooms, testing rooms, a lecture-room, 
&c., as every officer joining the Royal Engineers will have to go through 
a course of instruction in submarine mining. The Hood will take the 

lace of the Volta, now in use as a depdt for torpedo purposes in the 

edway. The Volta is a small-vessel, and quite inadequate for the 
more extended operations and instruction to be carried out. The Hood 
is expected to be ready for use in five or six weeks. 

A Parliamentary return gives the following particulars in reference to 
the approximate increase and decrease of the Army for the year 1872. 
On the Ist of January the total number of non-commissioned officers 
and men in Her Majesty’s Army was 183,620 ; the total number of re- 
cruits enlisted during the year was 17,791, and 1,855 deserters rejoined 
their respective regiments. On the other hand, 5,841 men deserted 
during the year, 2,549 soldiers died, 2,823 were discharged by purchase, 
840 obtained their discharge free, 1,063 were discharged on completion 
of first period, 1,236 to pension, 3,894 as medically unfit for service, and 
1,746 as incorrigible bad characters, on conviction for felony and for 
other reasons. 

It appears from a Parliamentary return just issued that within three 
years after the withdrawal of our regular forces from the upper provinces 
of the Dominion of Canada we made the Colonial Government a free 
gift of nearly £80,000 worth of arms, stores, &c. The Dominion pur- 
chased £92,000 worth more. The forts and public buildings, which 
were transferred without payment, were valued at £698,880. 

The Admiralty have published the details of a scheme under which 
it is intended to reward long service and good conduct of members of 
the coastguard service. A certain number of medals will be issued 
annually, which will carry with them gratuities varying from £15 
downwards. 

Her Majesty’s ship Seringapatam, late receiving ship at the Cape of 
Good Hope, having been replaced by the Flora, is ordered by the Ad- 
miralty to be broken up forthwith. Capt. F. 8. Thompson, late of this 
ship, is now in command of the Fiora. 
¢ Her Majesty’s ship Swiftaure, Capt. the Hon. W. J. Ward, pro- 
ceeded to Smyrna from Malta on the 13th inst., for the purpose of em- 
barking some very interesting antiquities excavated at Ephesus for the 
British Museum.

Under the title of British Benevolent Societies Abroad, a 
pamphlet of twelve folio pages has just been issued at Metz It 
urports to be “an appeal to the Rt. Hon. W. E. Forster and 
the other subscribers to the British National Soctety for the uid of 
the sick and wounded in the war of 1870-71.” It is an incoherent 
attack on the conduct of several gentlemen whose names, though 
pote no better known to our readers than to ourselves, we 
ecline to reproduce, on the strength of an ev parte statement, 
which is not fortified by the signature of any public body or 
private individual. These persons are charged with having 
wasted—or worse—no less a sum than £300,000 of money en- 
trusted to them for the relief of those who were reduced to des- 
titution in the siege of Metz. The pamphlet is such a farrago 
that it reads like a solemn hoax—only, if regarded in that light, 
‘we cannot see what object the author proposed to himself in the 
publication. It bears internal evidence that several hands were 
concerned in its composition. So far as it is intelligible at all it 
alleges that the persons charged with the distribution of the 
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funds raised in England for the relief of the poor in Metz 
expended the money entrusted to them in ways for which 
neither excuse nor motive can be suggested. In the words of 
the author of this strange production, the agents who were sent 
to Metz to distribute the large fund subscribed by the British 
public “finished off their mission by running away from the 
seat of their supposed exertions in the great and good cause of 
Benevolence, without paying for their own Board, Lodging, 
pay, Shoes, Carpets, and Champagne Dinner-parties, except 
by a valueless Promissory note feloniously made payable at a Paris 

ank at which they had no account. . The deduction 
which foreigners make from such glaringly guilty acts as these, 
is that in England, in the present day, it is easier to collect the 
enormous sum of seven million five hundred thousand francs to 
give away to unfortunate French soldiers, than to find three 
serious, active, and intelligent young men to distribute the same /” 

Neither italics nor capitals in the above extract are ours—we 
have given them just as we find them in the pamphlet. We do 
not share the writer's expectation of the “deduction which 
foreigners will make” on this subject, for the simple reason that 
we think foreigners, like our countrymen, will “deduct” nothing 
more than a considerable discount on the truth of the allegations 
of the anonymous writer who has enriched the office of the 
Lorraine Gazette with this publication.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 

(March 31st.) Mr. Denison asked the Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether any steps had been taken at Constantinople or 
elsewhere to arrest the introduction of increased and prohibitory ship- 
ping tolls on the Suez Canal. 

Lord ENFIELD said Her Majesty's Government have given their most 
careful attention to this matter, and have been in communication for 
some time past with the Governments of other maritime countries re- 
specting it. The whole question of the dues on the Canal is now under 
the consideration of the Porte, and Her Majesty’s Ambassador at Con- 
stantinople has been instructed to urge that the interests of the ship- 
owners should be duly regarded. 

Mr. B. CocuHrane asked if the attention of the Government had 
been called to the fact that the Liberté of March 27 published a letter 
written by M. Barthélemy St. Hilaire to M. de Lesseps, warmly congra- 
tulating him in the name of M. Thiers on the verdict by the Suez Canal 
Company against the Messageries Maritimes, and that M. Thiers warmly 
agreed with the views of the company on the tonnage question, and 
promised to speak to Lord Lyons in this sense, and would otherwise 
support the company as far as possible ; and what instructions had 
been sent to Lord Lyons on this important subject. 

Lord ENFIELD said the letter in question is dated the 14th inst. On 
the 17th Her Majesty's Government learned from Her Majesty's Minister 
at Constantinople that M. de Lesseps had received such a communica- 
tion. Instructions were sent the same evening to Lord Lyons, direct- 
ing him to ascertain whether M. de Lesseps was justified in assuming 
that the name of M. Thiers had been authoritatively used in connection 
with this matter. Lord Lyons had an interview with M. de Rémusat, 
who declared that M. de Lesseps had no official authority for making 
use of M. Thiers's name. Lord Lyons added that no such communica- 
tion had been made to him by the President of the French Republic. 

Mr. BaILire CocurRane has given notice of his intention to move on the 
1st April that the commerce of this country being so deeply interested in 
the uninterrupted navigation of the Suez Canal, it is desirable that Her 
Majesty’s Government should at once give its adherence to the judicial 
reforms in Egypt suggested and approved by the representatives of all 
the European Powers, by which tribunals will be created for the better 
administration of justice in Egypt and the adjudication of differences 
which may arise between British shipowners and the administrators of 
the Suez Canal Company. 


PENSIONS TO CONSULS. 
Mr. BaILurr CocHRane asked the Under-Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs whether it was the intention of the Foreign-office to carry out 


| the recommendation of the Diplomatic and Consular Committee by 


allowing an increased rate of pension to those Consuls who have served 
in unhealthy climates. 

Lord ENFIELD said: Lord Granville is causing inquiries to be made 
into our Consular establishments in certain countries, and pending the 
result of such investigations, I apprehend that no decision will be taken 
upon those recommendations of the late Committee upon the Diplo- 
matic and Consular Service, which might possibly entail further public 
expenditure, and must require the assent of the Treasury befor they 
could be carried out. ‘

AN InTRa-MERCURIAL PLANET—OBSERVATION aT SHANGHAL—Mr. J 
R. Hind, the astronomer, writes to The Times as follows :—“ The fol- 
lowing telegram, dated Shanghai, March 25, 4h. 5m. a.M., has reached 
me. It has reference to the possible transit over the sun's disc of a 
planet revolving within the orbit of Mercury, for which I had ventured 
to recommend observers to watch. ‘Cowie tu Hind, Mr. Bishop’s Ob- 
servatory, Twickenham. Your predicted circular black spot on sun, 
seen here distinctly at 9 morning, 24th.' On the 23rd and 24th ‘there 
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was’, ,circular black spot’ of the ordinary kind upon the sun's disc | unexpectedly leegg demand ; the Mint, which was erected 


whil&..Jove the horizon in this country. The only isolated spot resem- 
bling such, remarked here, was a dusky elliptical spot in the north fol- 
lowing quadrant, but when viewed with proper magnifying power no 
one could doubt its solar origin. This ellipticul spot was growing fainter 
towards sunset on the 24th, and next morning soon after sunrise was 
perceptible with difficulty ; two hours later it had disappeared. I send 
the telegram to you as I have received it, for the information of your 
numerous astronomical readers. In the absence of any reference to the 
motion of the circular black spot, it would obviously be unsafe to ex- 
ress 4 positive opinion as to its nature, either one way or the other, and 
Firther particulars must be awaited. The Shanghai o ion corres- 
ponds to about 1 a.m. London time.” 
The steamship Teuton—late the Glenartney, and purchased by the 
Union Company from Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co.,—has just 
undergone a trial at the measured mile in Stokes Bay, near Portsmouth. 
The ship, which was built in 1869, has been employed in the China

trade, but is to be placed by the present owners on the Cape of Good | 


Hope mail line. On her return from her first voyage she is to be sup- 
plied with new compound engines. With 630 tons of coal on board her 
mean speed was 11°783 knots an hour. The wind was blowing half a 
gale from the north during the trial. 

Wrri reference to the Chinese labourers in Cuba the Cuban corres- 
pondent of The Times writes that deeds of murder and arson, reports of 
which are frequently occurring, are ascribed to disaffected Chinese. A 
slaveowner has assured the writer that no less than fifty capital exe- 
cutions of Chinese for crimes of blood prompted by revenge occur in 
the plantations every year. 

Tus P. and O. steamer Pekin, which is expected at Southampton on 
the 8th April, has on board £920,000 in Australian gold. 

Tue Rev. W. F. Stevenson, A.M., assistant convener of the Irish 
General Assembly's Foreign Mission, has received an anonymous dona- 
tion of £1,000 for the China Mission. 


THE JAPANESE MINT AT OSAKA. 

Tue first annual report of the Imperial Mint shows that 
the amount of gold imported during the year was 858,226 
ounces. The gold bullion imported from the public was 
483,586 oz. Thesilver imported was 4,767,175 oz. and that 
from the public, 2,715,797 oz. The total number of pieces 
struck was 15,503,978, aud their real or nominal value, 
$20,178,666. The gold coinage, though in exogss of the an- 
ticipated demand, has been found insufficient, and the 
accommodation is to be increased. The original diameter of 
the coins was out of proportion to their thickness, and is to 
be altered. The five-yen gold piece will be of the same 
diameter as the English sovereign. The gold work has been 
perfect in standard, but some slight difference in weight re- 
quires to be rectified. The demand was so great that the 
work had to be carried on from sunrise to sunset until 
January, when the regular hours were resumed. The stan- 
dard one-yen coins were struck until April, when instr wo- 
tions were received to limit the coinage of silver entirely to 
subsidiary coins until further orders. The relative values of 
gold and silver being in a state of transition, in consequence 
of the recent adoption of gold as the sole standard, it may 
be necessary to adjust the weight of the subsidiary silver 
coinage in favour of the public. The composition of the gold 
coins is—900 parts pure gold, 90 parts copper, and 10 parte 
silver. In point of accuracy they may compare favourably 
with the coinage of any country. The standard of the gold 
coijuage and one-yen silver pieces is 900-1,000ths, with a 
“remedy ” in either direction of two per 1,000. The fine- 
ness of the subsidiary silver coins, viz., 5, 10, 20, and 50 
sen, is 800-1,000ths, with a similar remedy, or permitted 
deviation. 

The losses in melting have not yet been ascertained, 
but they are frequently heavy, in consequence of the 
impure state in which some of the bullion reaches 
the Mint. It is not, however, anticipated that the loss 

‘will exceed that in other Mints. Two Uhlorn presseg have 
been erected, and eight more are in course of construo- 
tion in Europe. The want of skilled workmen has been 
severely felt in the irregular way in which the coins have 
been heated. The gold coins are weighed singly with great 
rapidity and on the most approved principle, but the silver 
coi are “ pounded,” that is, weighed at a given number to 
the pound avoirdupvis, a plan which produces considerable 
irregularity in single pieces. Orders have been given fur a 
suitable Mint for the coinage of copper, and capable of turn- 
ing out 140,000,000 pieces annually. This large quantity 
arises from the small value of the copper coins, viz., cents, 
half-cents, and mils. The foundatious and part of the uew 
buildings are already in a forward state. Large sulphuric 
acid works are also in course of erection for the production 
of about five tons of acid daily. On the whole the new 
coins may be considered satisfactory, having regard to the

BRITISH JURISDICTION IN SIAM. 

Iv the discussions and correspondence which preceded thd q 
recent abortive attempt to re-construct the Treaty of Tien- 
tsin proved in other respects fruitless, they at any rate made 
it clear to all who had leisure and opportunity to follow the 
arguments on both sides, that the “ right of inland residenco ” 
and “ extra-territoriality ” cannot be simultaneously enjoyed 
by the subjects of a foreign nation within the dominions of 
any independent Eastern monarchy. If an Englishman fix 
his abode in the interior he goes beyond the jurisdiction of 
his Consul. But England, when, in concluding Treaties with 
Clrina, Japan, and Siam, she insisted—and very properly— 
that all her own subjects in any of those three States should be 
under the Government of her own system of laws, at the 
same time undertook, ex necessitate rerum, to provide an 
official in each Treaty port thrown open, who should punish 
offenders among tho British community, ond prevent any 
damage being sustained by the State which made the conces- 
siou through foregoiug its own right to preserve order and 
prevent crime, so far as British subjects were concerned. It 
is clear, therefore, ifthe free right of inland residence wérd 
to be conferred on British subjects, they could neither be 
proteoted by the far-off cousular body, nor avail themselves 
vf the native law-courts to obtain redress—for they cannot 
sue in these except with the co-operation of their Consal— 
and if they commit any outrage, or are accused of any 
wrong-doing, how could England carry out her Treaty ob 
ligations to puuish the offenders and repress crime, seeing 
that the complainants would neither journey 500 miles to 
bring their action, and even if they were willing to en- 
counter the delays, uncertainty, aud expense of a law-suit, 
they could not furve their wituesses to appear ? 

The only road out of the above dilemma lies ina sort of 
permissive-inland-residence right. Under this system foreign. 
ers might go and settle whercsoever they pleased, either tu 
preach or Lo trade, but on the clear understanding that though 
the officials would protect them as fur as pussible from vio- 
lence and outrage, yet that, while they could not use the local 
Courts for auy ‘kind of litigation, they were themselves liable 
to be summurily sent back to the nearest of their resident 
Cousuls, if any claims or complaints were made against 
them, or if they did anything vf a turbulent charucter. 
As far as thelocal authorities are concerned, they would bave 
to be held irresponsible if they failed in their endeavours to 
protect such foreign rcsidents from attack, orsent them back 
to their Consul without sufficient ground. In any place 
where there is no Consul on the spot to rettle complamts 
brought against the privileged British subject, it is hurdly fair 
tv allow the British subject to sue the natives in their Cuurt 
at his own sweet will. ; 

We have been led into the foregoing relections by observ- 
ing a paragraph in the ‘s.m Weealy Advertiser, which an- 
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nounoes that a number of cases of long standing brought by 
British Burmese agvinst the C&lengmai authorities, and 
others who inhabit Northern Laos, are now being tried be- 
fore our Consul-general at Bangkok. We have the best au- 
thority for stating that some of the lawsuits referred to have 
been dragging their slow length along for many years past ; 
and the question we would ask is, whether, when the Treaty 
was negotiated between the late Sir Jon Bowrtne and the 
late King of Siam in 1856, it was ever intended that Asiatics 
residing in the far interior of the country should be freed by 
its operation from all liability to the local authorities, and 
placed under a system of western jurisprudence of which 
they know nothing, which they never asked for, and which 
is but ill adapted to their usages and requirements, and all 
because it so chanced that their birthplace was some spot of 
ground within the limits of our possessions in th> East? 
We venture to say that the framers of the Treaty had no 
such idea in their minds. Chiengmai, for example, is in the 
extreme north of Laos ; it is indeed tributary to Siam, send- 
ing yearly contributions to the King, and enjoying the ad- 
vantages—whatever they may be—of his protectorate ; but 
though when one Chief of the Province dies, it is the func- 
tion of the Court at Bangkok to decide which member of the 
late Chief's family is to succeed him in the administration, 
yet for all purposes of internal government Chiengmai is an 
independent State, and the Laos authorities there cau hardly 
be in fairness held amenable to the provisions of our Treaty, 
seeing that ,as they have themselves been careful to point 
out, they were never consulted about it, and are not among 
the co-signatories of the document. “Let Siam,” says the 
Chief, “carry her own Treaties out ; I never signed away any 
of my jurisdiction, and as far as I can I will resist being 
subjected to these newly-devised obligations.” 

The case may be compared to that of a Chinaman who, 
having been born in Hong Kong should go to reside in the 
interior of China. Is Great Britain prepared to insist that 
this man—whether he desires it or no—shall all the time 
be exempted from responsibility to the local authorities, and 
that if he be aggrieved he must first resort to’ the distant 
British authority? As to the particular matters in dispute 
between the British Burmans resident in Chiengmai and the 
local authorities or inhabitants there, it must be explained that 
there are two separate classes, in one or other of which each 
case may be ranged. The action is either to recover value for 
goods alleged to havo been stolen or confiscated, or else it is 
a claim to an exclusive right to cut teak in some particular 
forest, and to the possession of certain logs which have been 
felled there. The plaintiffs commonly are either Tongsoos 
or Burmans, the most cunning and the most litigious among 
Orientals—and that is awarding them a very high meed of 
praise—and as they frequently are also refugees from British 
territory, escaped convicts, or men who have fled from their 
oveditors, it may be imagined that they will not weigh the 
accuracy of their asseverations with too nicely-scrupulous 
a hand. All over Siam the law requires a man guilty of 
stealing or unlawfully seizing gooda to pay their full value 
to the owner. Hence if a Tongsoo in some remote village 
can make out a case against an inhabitant there who, as he 
says, has robbed him of goods, in reality ten times greater 
in value than any he ever possessed, he runs a good chance 
by perseverance, and by dragging the accused, if necessary, 
down to Bangkok, of making a handsome thing out of the 
transaction. And how can the wisest of Consuls really feel 
certain that any such case has been fairly decided when no 
witnesses have been brought, and there is only the assertion 
of the plaintiff and two or three of the plaintiff's friends on 
one side, and the bare denial of the defendant on the other ? 

Auvother plan that has been found to answer admirably is to 
get @ concession ofa teak-forest. These forests, accordiug to 
the best information obtainable, are the hereditary private pro- 
perty of certain of the local ruling families in Chiengmai. Aud 
it isout of the dues collected on the timber felled there that 
the revenues are in part supplied. The notion of a Laos 
proprietor in granting a concession is to give a revocable 
permit to a forester, authorising him to out what timber he 
pleases in a specified forest for a certain term of years. 
Exclusive possession, or rights in severalty, he never heard 
of, and does not uuderstand, But the British Burmese, on 
the other hand, endeavours to construe the document given 
to him into a monopoly-grant of the forest for the term 
specified. Hence arises a frequent source of litigation, the 








agreement commonly having been entered into without ay 
consideratiun except a few trumpery presents to the chief 
who owns the forest, and who looks to the dues to be collected 
from the timber out there as the source of his remuneration. 
Wheu the Burmese foresters have raised capital to purchase 
elephants and work the forest it often comes to piss that 
their creditor is left for some yeara unpaid ; then he travels 
to the Chiengmai Court, brings his claim, gets a judgmeat, 
and, with the chief's authority, proceeds to seiz2 the elephants 
and the timber already out to reimburse him fur his los: 
This effected he probably returns to British Burmah from 
whence he came, and the forester who3e goods have ben 
seized immediately commences a suit in the Court at Bangkok 
against the chief whogranted him the forest, and by whose order 
the property was seized, for having illegally revoked his grant 
and for having seiz2d goods and elephauts—vhich the plaintiff 
assesses at some monstrous figure—without tha incerveation 
of the British Consul for Siam, the only offizial, az he poiuts 

out, who has jurisdiction and power to interfere. These are 

the sort of cases which linger on from year to year nusattled, 
and which consume the tima of our consular officials in Bang - 
kok more than any other branch of theic work. Tne real 

object of a treaty of amity and commerce, feom our pvint of 
view, is to develop the resources of a country and facilitate 
trade. But the present plaa prejudicas trad, so far as 
Northera Laos is concerned, because it makes all the inhabi- 

tants, the governors as well as the governed, suspicious, ua- 

willing, and obstructive whenever British subjects appsac 

there ; men are shy of having dealings with them, credit is 

spuilt, commerce languishes, for no one can tell whether 

these B irmans will keep to their agreements, or what amount 
of vexatious litigation may eusue.

GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRE3PONDENT.) 
Hamacure, Marcu 18. 

Mirza Mvlcom Khan his arrived at Berlin on a special mission from 
Persia, accompanied by his secretaries, Mirza Mikayb Khan and Mirza 
Mahomed Khan. The Am)assador, who has already visited the Courts 
of Vienna and St. Petersburg, has instructions to draw closer the bonds 
of friendship already existing between Germany and Persia, and at the 
same time to announce the approaching visit of his monarch, the Schah 
Nassr-ed-Din, in person. This journey of the Schah is an event of great 
importance for Persia, and will form an era in the history of that 
country, a3 it is more than a thousand years since any of its monarchs 
travelled beyond their own frontier line. It is to be hoped and expected 
that this visit of Nassr-ed-Din to make himself personally acquainted 
with the progress and present state of civilisation in Europe will have 
important results and beneticial consequences, and be the means of in- 
troducing many of the inventions quite common in Europe, but hitherto 
unknown in Persia. Mirza Malcom Khan has the reputation of being 
an accomplished diplomatist, and is a great favourite of the Schah, who 
places full confidence in his talents, and quite recently gave him a valu- 
able present as a token of his appreciation of Mirza’s services. It is 
understood that when the Ambassador has accomplished the object of 
his mission, and spent some time at Berlin, he will proceed to Paris and 
London for a similar purpose. 

The Japanese Embassy arrived at Berlin just in time to witness the 
opening of the German Parliament by the Emperor. They were pre- 
sent at the ceremony, having had places assigned them in the Gallery 
of the White Saloon, appropriated to the diplomatic corps. On their 
journey from Holland they stopped for a time at Essen, in Westphalia, 
to inspect the ironworks of Herr Krupp, the manufacturer of those 
stupendous pieces of ordnance that attracted such notice and created 
such a sensation at the Paris Exhibition in 1867. 

At the instance of Herr W. Pustau, a district branch of the German 
Association for Saving Life in Shipwrecks has been formed at Altona, 
the directors being the above-named gentleman as chairman, Captain 
Hinrichsen, well known in the China trade, and Messrs. Baur, Sieveking, 
and Schutt. The Commerz-Collegium at Altona has voted an annual 
subscription of 500 Reichs marks in aid of this valuable institution. 

The (alutea, belonging to the German Steamship Company, in this 
city, is advertised to sail the end of this month for Singapore and China, 
vid Suez Canal, as usual. At the last annual meeting of shareholders 
of that company Messrs. Paul Pickenpack, F. G. Schmidt, and J. ¥. T. 
Stahmer were re-elected members of the Council of Supervision. 

The St. Petersbury (jazette announces the recal of Major-General 
Vlangali, the Russian Minister Plenipotentiary at the Court of Peking, 
and adds that he will be succeeded by M. Butzow, at present the repre- 
sentative of Russia in Japan. Who will replace the last-named diplo- 
matist appears to be not yet decided. 

An Imperial decree, dated Berlin, March 3, extends the control and 
supervision of the lighthouses, buoys, and beacons on the coast and in 
the navigable rivers, which are now placed under the responsibility of 
the Government authorities. . 

The appointment of Dr. Richard Krauel, mentioned in my last, is 
fully confirmed, he having now been gazetted as Consul for the German 
Empire at Foochow.

Two lines are to be constructed, to be named the Solo-Sourabaya and 
Passaroean-Malang-Sourabaya respectively. The first-named will start , 
from Solo, will croas the river Solo and run along the high road through | 
the presidencies Madisen, Kedirie and Sourabaya, via Sragen, Sepreh, © 
Poerwodadie, Madiven, Tjaroeban, Bagor, Kertosono, Modjokerto, 
Tjanghir to Sourabaya, with a branch ria Papar to Kedirie. The length 
of this line will be 301 kilometres. The line is to be constructed with | 
a single rail, with a gange of 1.10 metre, and thirty-eight stations will be | 
established, of which the principal will be at Sourabaya. The carriages | 
will be imported for the most part from Europe. The cost of the line is 
estimated at 27,725,000 guilders, being 92,115 guilders per kilometre. 
The costs of the survey are calculated at 60 per cent. upon the capital, 
and the net profit for the first year at 3} per cent. The second line will 
run from Sourabaya ria Sidho-Ardjo, Gempol, and Bangil to Passaroean, 
with a branch from Gempol to Malang, 115 kilometres in length. The 
building of this branch will be very costly, the country being very hilly. ° 
Fifteen stations will be established on this line, and its cost is estimated | 
at £.11,623,700, or £.107,075 per kilometre. The annual transport, it is 
calculated, will be 500,000 piculs sugar, 300,000 piculs coffee, 200,000 
piculs tobacco, and 1,000,000 piculs rice, and the annual receipts, inclu- 
Bive of f.389,850 for the transport of passengers, are estimated at 
f.1,108,600 per annum, which would give a net profit of 3 1-10 per cent. 
upon the capital. The total amount required for this enterprise is 
forty-four millions of guilders, which will be forthcoming—rumours ' 
‘say for the most part from English capatilists, if our Government will 
guarantee the payment of the interest. The promoters state that they ‘ 
are also p ed to construct railways in West and Middle Java of a' 
length of 1,000 kilometres, on certain conditions, which they will publish | 
at a future time. . 
It is positively asserted that the expedition to Atajin (Sumatra) will 
not have the dimensions as was supposed when the telegrams from the | 
Governor-General were received. It appears that it was feared that a | 
foreign Power (not England) had intermeddled with the affairs of the : 
Principality, and that it was necessary, in order to avoid being involved | 
in a war, to take prompt measures. Our Government intervened at ' 
once, and diplomacy was so far successful, that whatever may happen | 
in Sumatra, it will be regarded by the foreign Powers simply as a ques- | 
tion between Holland and a subordinate State. Private despatches | 
state that no military corps will be sent to Atsjin, and that only the | 
President, Nieuwenhurzen, will proceed thither, accompanied by a naval | 
expedition. The committee of the Red Cross has puta large sum at 
the disposal of the expedition. 

Another new company has been established—with a capital of two | 
millions—to establish a line of steamers to work regularly between Hol- 
land and Java, ria the Suez Canal. The name of this company will be 
the “Java,” and the first steamer, commanded by Mr. E. van Jugen, | 
will leave Nieuwe Diep next month. The managers of the company | 
are Measrs. T. C. Schol, at Amsterdam, and Ch. Busch Reitz, at Nieuwe ° 
Diep. This line will, of course, compete with the Company Nederland, | 
-about which most contradictory reports have been published by the 
newspapers, respecting the treatment of passengers on board of the 
company’s steamers. Some say that it is enormously bad, others that 
it is so good as to leave nothing to desire. In the meantime, it is quite | 
certain that the company will be obliged to lower their passage money 
and rates of freight. 

The annual report of the Rotterdam Bank has been published, and 
the following are its principal features :—The business of the Bank 
having largely increased, it has been found necessary to appoint a fourth 
manager, and Mr. D. Van Weel, a lawyer of this town, is nominated for 
the office. The year 1872 has been very favourable for the Bank. The 
capital has been increased to eight millions by the issue of 1,314 new 
shares, by which operation a profit was made of f.11,977.70. There are 
still seven million shares to be issued, of which two millions are to be 
sold in the open market, and five millions under certain conditions. The 
bank had at the end of last year a capital of f.8,893,625, against 
f.8,839,500 in December, 1871. Amongst the important operations of 
last year were the establishing of the Rotterdam Trading Company, 
with a capital of 15 millions, and the Deutsche Seehandluny at Mann- 
heim, with a branch in this town. In both these undertakings, as well 
as in establishing and enlarging the American Steamship Company, the 
Bank took a prominent part. The net profit made by operations in bills 
and mercantile securities was f.295,301.45}, against f.141,490.224 in 1871, 
whilst a sum of £.237,937.194 was realised from commissions. The 
total of the profits was £.735,538.19, from which sum is to be deducted 
the costs of management and bad debts, leaving a net profit of 
£.568,018.424, and a reserve fund of £f.52,540.48. The agency at 
Batayia is still in liquidation, and the liabilities in Java are only 
£.42'’-9.538, which amount is fully covered by securities. During 
the yar a sum of £60,000 was realised by the sale of a storehouse 
at Batavia. Henceforth the Bank will seek its principal business 
in Europe ; but nevertheless the managers do not wish wholly to neglect 
the commercial relations between the colonies and the mother country, 
and with this view an engagement has been made with the Chartered 
Bank of India, Australia, and China, by which the Rotterdam Bank 
will provide the same facilities for accommodation as if it had main- 
tained the agency at Batavia. The dividend for the year is fixed at 
ten per cent. . The new shares to be issued will be introduced on the 
German markets by the Bank fiir Handel und Industrie at Darmstadt. 
The report shows that the business of the Bank has greatly increased, 
for which—the commissaries say—they are much indebted to Mr. F. A.

THE AUDIENCE QUESTION IN CHINA. 

WE look with impatience for confirmation of The Times 
telegram from Shanghai, that “the Emperor has consented 
“ to receive the Foreign Ministers, dispensing with the per- 
“ formance of kotow.” Granting this rumour to be correct, 
the importance of the concession made cannot be over- 
estimated. Upon this right of audience hinges the rela- 
tions of foreign countries with China. To concede the right 
is publicly to acknowledge that the lofty pretensions to 
universal sovereignty hitherto put forward by the Emperors 
of China are groundless and absurd, and to proclaim that her 
tulers, recognising this fact, are prepared to exchange 
their policy of isolation for one of friendly relationship with 
the rest of the world. The assumed supremacy of the “Son 
of Heaven” has been the real stumbling-block in the way of 
our intercourse with the nation at large. Consistently with it, 
foreigners have hitherto been looked upon and treated as sub- 
jects of vassal kingdoms. The idea SE any earthly potentate 
presuming to consider him or herself as an equal of the 
TA-HWANG-TE is secretly ridiculed, even by those few who, 
by force of circumstances, are compelled to act as though 
they acknowledged the fact, and is laughed to scorn by the 
people at large. The natural results follow—at Peking 
our demands for justice are as often as not evaded, the 
representations of the foreign Ministers are pooh-poohed, 
and no opportunity is lost, when occasion permits, of 
inflicting on these latter slights which sometimes border 
closely on insults) The cue thus set at the capital is 
taken up in every yamun throughout the Empire. No 
pulse in the veins of a healthy subject reflects more accu- 
rately the action of the heart than does the conduct of the 
Provincial authorities, as a body, the attitude of the rulin; 
powers at Peking. The ill-disguised contempt with whic 
the Foreign Ministers are there treated, finds its counterpart 
in the supercilious behaviour of the local mandarins and 
officials towards the Consuls and merchants at the Ports. 
Such a state of things can have but one result. It cripples 
trade and prevents the possibility of that social intercourse 
which can alone foster a good understanding between the 
people of China and the subjects of those Powers with 
which they are brought into contact. 

The importance, then, which attaches to the reception by 
the Emperor of the Foreign Ministers at Peking in a be- 
coming manner is very great. It is necessary, however, to 
remember that the Shanghai telegram merely states that 
the Emperor is willing to dispense with the “ kotow,” and 
that this by no means necessarily implies that he will be sa- 
tisfied with the form of icici common at European 
Courts. On this point the records of the mission of Lords 
MACcaRTNEY and AMHERST to the Emperors KEEN-LUNG and 
Kea-KInNG furnish instructive evidence, and from them may 
be gathered some idea of the weary diplomatic struggle 
which is probably now being waged between the TsuNG- 
LI-YAMEN and the foreign Legations at Peking. Prince 
KuNG must for some time have felt that it would be im- 
possible for the Emperor much longer to refuse to receive 
the Ministers, and it is quite in keeping with the tradi- 
tional policy of the Chinese Government to suppose that, 
knowing this, he made a show of insisting on the perform- 
ance of the “ kotow ” in order that, when compelled to give 
way on that point, he may, by appearing to yield so much, 
be in a position to insist on some concession being made 
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by the fforeign Ministers. The old plea that the pisple 
are not yet prepared for any great change in diplomatic 
procedure will undoubtedly be employed to induce them to 
consent to some such modification of the European manner 
of presentation. All such pleading should be stopped at the 
outset. The ministers must remember that the decision at 
which they are now called to arrive will settle the form of’ 
audience to be observed for many years to come, unless in- 
deed our relations with China should again be disturbed by 
a war ; and it behoves them to secure for themselves and their 
successors the right of entering the Imperial presence un- 
fettered by any unworthy conditions, and as envoys of sove- 
reigns in no way inferior to the “Son of Heaven” himself. 


THE FRENCH PROTECTORATE IN ANNAM. 
THE French Government, as we are informed, have re- 
solved to extend the protectorate, which they have for some 
ears past been exercising throughout the provinces of 
lover Cochin-China and Camboja, over the whole of the 
Annamese dominions. The programme of measures which 
accompanies this notification includes among its objects the 
establishment of a French Mission at Hue, the admission of 
French troops into that city and Taurane for the protection 
of Europeans, the ratification of a Treaty of Commerce and 
Navigation, the cession of a part of the province of Tonquin 
to France, and the payment of the expenses of the pro- 
tectorite. Theannexation of Alsace and LorrainetoGermany, 
against the wish of the inhabitants of those two provinces, 
has been loudly and justly complained of by the despoiled 
French Government, and is certainly quite at variance with 
the political liberty which a Republic professes especially to 
cherish. The French arecalled by historians and men of learn- 
ing the most logical of nations, yet it is hard to see how that 
can be true if we are to test the accuracy of the statement 
by the contrast which their protests in Europe present to 
their conduct in Asia. However, let us not imitate our 
Gallic neighbours and “ go to war for anidea.” The French 
have now established themselves firmly in Cochin-China, 
and have done much to foster order, civilisation, and com- 
merce there ; and we certainly a | anticipate that their 
proceedings in Tonquin will not only improve the condition 
and increase the happiness of the people who dwell therein, 
but may ere long give a surprising stimulus to a trade that 
has hitherto been smitten with the leprosy of civil disorder 
and piracy, as well as to resources which only need 
energy and capital for their development. We sup- 
pose that troops on the spot are necessary for the pre- 
vention of immediate violence and opposition ; but 
we regret that this should be the case, for where a new 
Treaty is to be ratified by an Asiatic nation with a dreaded 
foreign Power, the presence of soldiers meeling ae nego- 
tiations is a serious impediment to the easy working of the 
rovisions when they come subsequently into operation. 
No man willingly and cordially will carry out a compact 
which he thinks has been, or which is considered by his 
friends to have been, forced upon him. It is partly this 
feeling which has made China so obstructive in fulfilling 
the obligations undertaken at Tientsin ; and the Emperor 
of ANNAM will be obstructive too if he is pricked to hard 
terms by the point of the sword. Perhaps the most 
curious part of the whole transaction is the appropriation 
of a piece of Tu-puC’s territory in Tonquin by the French, 
and the cool announcement that they propose at the same 
time to make him pay the expenses of the protectorate ; 
the maintenance of a French station on the ceded strip of 
land will no doubt be a portion of these “expenses.” We 
shall recur to this subject more at length in a future issue. 





CAPTAIN DOWDY’S CASE. - 

We doubt if CHartes Duny, ex-seaman of the Zitania, 
ever did such good work in his life as when, by his pro- 
ceedings, he brought to light the glaringly unsatisfactory 
way in which nautical law is administered in Shanghai, 
from the Bench downwards. It is hard to conceive anything 
more unreasonable than the vexation to which Captain 
Downy was exposed throughout his connection with this 
man. Having shipped as an able seaman, Duny, on his 
own showing, proved to be an wnable or perhaps we should 
rather say a disabled one. It is clear that he was treated 
throughout with the greatest consideration by both Captain 
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*elywpy and Dr. Bartox. When he first drew attention to 
the swelling on hie side, it seems clear that it bad been 
going on for some years, and moreover that, of itself, it was 
not a very serious complaint. Captain Downy, however, 
placed him on light duty from the time he was informed of 
it, from motives of general humanity, and, of course, without 
any notion that the man was so shattered in constitution as 
it seems he made himself out to be afterwards, How could 
Captain Downy have any idea that Dunn was suffering from 
heart disease, when it is not shown that the man even sus- 
pected it himself, nor, in fact, that he is dangerously affected 
by it now? It is certain that no shipmaster would engage 
any man rating himself A.B., if he imagined for a moment 
that his health was so precarious that he would be unequal 
to the ordinary work of the ship. Yet Captain Downy has 
been subjected to considerable annoyance, and some im- 
putations, which seem to us very unfair, simply because he 
could arrive at no definite information as to whether his 
“hard bargain” had committed an act of desertion or no, 
by going away to hospital, against the authority of the 
ship’s doctor. On this point we think that Mr. Tapp, the 
shipping clerk at the Consulate, has much to explain in jus- 
tice to himself. The hours of office work, as laid down by 
him, seem to be surprisingly short for such a place as 
Shanghai ; and the business done in those limited moments 
to be more distinguished for the rigour of the fees than 
for explicitness of information or amenity in communi- 
cating it We learn with satisfaction that the charge of 
five taels for a second medical certifioate—now exacted by 
the Consul and his clerk—has been made matter of appeal 
to the Board of Trade in the case of the steamer Scotland. 
We have always been the first to advocate the liberal recog- 
nition of the services of our Consuls and their employés, 
but taxes on shipowners cannot be allowed to be int 
creased with impunity. It is with regret that we confess 
we cannot arrive at the same conclusion as Sir Epswunp 
Horney in the present case. On the one side was the evidence 
of two gentlemen of unquestionable experience, authority, 
and honour—Captain Dowpy and Dr. Barton. There was 
also the fact that Dunn must either bave misrepresented his 
health to be good when he shipped, or else that he left with- 
out reasonable excase. The position of a shipmaster would 
be simply intolerable, if he were exposed to the vexations 
which Captain Dowpy has been subjected to, and the respon- 
sibility of a ship’s physician would be reduced to a mere 
mockery if uo greater respect were paid tohis opinion and 
orders than the Judge and Consul of Shanghai attached to 
those of Dr. Barton, who is not a simple practitioner, but a 
duly qualified M.D. 








THE STRAITS TIMES AND 
THE LONDON AND CHINA EXPRESS. 

Tus Straits Times reproves us for having drawn “ a gross 
caricature ” of Straits affairs in our article of January 3 ; 
but we think that our respected contemporary has written 
in some momentary forgetfulness of the contents of his own 
columns. ‘The tale on which we animadverted, of embezzle- 
ments, neglect, and mismanagement in the public service, of 
turbulance in the streets, and of bankruptcies, forgeries, and 
swindlings in the mercantile world, was chronicled in his 
pages with the ory of woe that the period in question was 
the “ blackest ever known in Singapore.” He does not now 
deny these facts, but mentions some little details on which he 
thinks we have been guilty of exaggeration, injustice, and 
bad taste. 

Tf, as he says, we really “attributed exaggerated import- 
ance to the October riots,” we might appeal to the high 
authority of the Governor, who raised them to the dignity 
of having a special Commission to investigate them, nay, 
“more, to the still higher authority of our contemporary him- 
self, who treated them as far more serious than we did, and 

who even now persists in speaking of what we called “a 
row” as “the October riots.” We believe that it is not 
“people at a distance,” but those who claim the superior 
advantage of “local knowledge,” who have been in the 
habit of giving “ exaggerated importance” to the squabbles 
of Chinese rowdies ; and we rather threw cold water on the 
exaggerations of others than fell into any ourselves. We 
are glad to learn from our contemporary that his Excellency 
has taken steps to “nip in the bud” all future riots ; ard 
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though he does not tell us what those steps are, we | ave no 
doubt he has excellent infarmation about them. We have 
heard of nove except that “ Memorandum on the Suppression 
of Chinese Riots,” on which the Editor himself was very un- 
merciful only the other day. 

The same writer thinks we did the local Government great 
injustice in respect of the Malacca defalcations, hinting that 
they were owing to the carelessness of the higher Malacca 
officials, while claiming credit for the Colonial Secretary 
for detecting the defaulter by “a surprise survey,” as though 
that gentleman was the ingenious inventor of that very 
familiar operation. The Malacca officers, for aught we 


know, may have to share the blame, but we do not see how 
it can be shifted altogether to their shoulders. The Governor 


and Colonial Secretary had evidently the power of resorting 


to a surprise survey ever since they were in office, and it re- 
flects little credit on them that it was not resorted to 


until September, 1872. The Straits Times stigmatises 
with strange sensitiveness, as being “in the worst pus- 


sible taste,” the account which we gave—gleaned from his 


own columus—of the Governor and Culonial Secretary’s 
trip to Salangore in October. We should have been ready 


to submit to the superior sesthetic tact of our contemporary, 
if, instead of styling it “an important mission,” he had de- 


nounced the waste of the public money aad the injury done 


to the British name by a brace of high officials steaming off 
to a Malay principality with which they had no concery, to 
inquire into affairs with which they had been specially or- 
dered not to interfere. Our contemporary is surely vot 
serious when he says that we attributed the commercial 
disasters to the local Government.

THE AGRA BANK. 

The thirty-ninth annual general meeting of the shareholders of the 
Agra.Bank was held on the 22nd inst. ; Mr. J. Thomson in the chair. 
The notice calling the meeting was read by Mr. D’M. Arbuthnot ; the 
directors’ report was taken as read. 

The Chairman said that, with the exception of one item, to which he 
would advert later on, he thought the accounts now submitted to the 
shareholders were nut altogether unsatisfactory. The net profits (leaving 
out, for the moment, the consideration of the item to which he had 
referred) showed a net result of the working of the bank for the past 
year equal to 7 per cent. upon the paid-up capital ; if he confined the 
figures to the profitable branches alone, they showed a return of 7 3-5 
per cent., or, adding the balance brought forward from the previous 
year, a return of 84 per cent. If these actual results were all avail- 
able for appropriation, the directors would be in a position, on the present 
occasion, to declare a fair dividend, if not a large dividend upon the bank's 
capital. All the branches had, during the past year, yielded profits, with 
the exception of Hong Kong, and that branch was clused from the 31st 
of December last ; but it might be possible hereafter, in some shape or 
the other, to re-open that branch in the general interests of the bank. 
It was mentioned in the report that the profits of last year showed a 
marked increase upon the profits of previous years ; this was confirmed 


| by the statements which had been laid before the shareholders from

For instance, if they would go back to those reporta, 
they would find that in 1867 the profits were £24,881; in 1868, 
£53,168 ; in 1869, £40,368 ; in 1870, £46,480; in 1871, £46,386; and 
in 1872, £69,867. He recalled those figures to their remembrance be- 
cause there was no doubt they afforded evidence of substantial pro- 

. There had been a marked increase in the business of the local 
branches, and this (as he had told them on previous occasions) might 
be looked upon as a true basis of profit. It was not an ephemeral and 
fluctuating, but a permanent source of profit. With respect to the ex- 
change busineas, the state of the market during the first part of last 
year was very favourable for this class of business, but the same could 
not be said of the winter part of last year, owing to over-trading. The 
effect of this over-trading had been to make exchange business more 
risky than it was in former times, but every precaution had been taken 
by the directors to render that risk as slight as possible. Referring to the 
failure of Gledstanes and Co. (from which this company had suffered), he 
said that failure had taken everyone by surprise ; for, whatever might be 
said to the contrary, he was well aware that in general commercial circles 
they were, up to the eve of their suspension, looked upon as safe and 
substantial for all the engagements they undertook. This bank held 
£67,500 of Messrs. Gledstanes and Co.'s acceptances at the date of their 
suspension in the month of August. In part of this amount the sum 
of £9,188 had been recovered from the drawers of some of the bills, 
reducing the outstandings to £58,312, and there was no reason to doubt 
that considerable additiunal payments in diminution of the bank's 
claims would be obtained from the several estates liable on the bills. 
With the view of making suitable provision for the deficiency which 
must be anticipated on these transactions, the directors had set £48,000 
aside, from the profits now realised, for that purpose. He commented 
in strong terms upon the want of commercial morality shown by the 
members of the firm in continuing their business when it must be evi- 
dent to them that ruin must eventually follow the system of credit upon 
which they were conducting their operations. He said that other Indian 
banks had also suffered from the failure. It was a loss which, looking at 
the repute and credit which the firm enjoyed, it was impossible to foresee 
oravoid. At the same time the circumstances connected with that failue 
were of such an exceptional character that no similar unfortunate loss 
need be dreaded in future. Referring to the account of the late Agra 
and Masterman’s Bank, he said that the additional assets realised had 
enabled the directors to declare a further instalment at the rate of £1 
per share. 

The motion for the adoption of the.report and accounts, and for the 
declaration of a dividend for the half-year ended 31st December last, 
at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, was carried unanimously, and a 
cordial vote of ‘hanks to the Chairman was passed. No questions what- 
ever were asked, the shareholders appearing perfectly satisfied with the 
explanations given by Mr. Thomson.
